sixty-seven,  the  Provinces  of  Canada,  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick 
shall  form  and  be  One  Dominion  under  the  name  of  Canada  :

Section  uij  of  '■^Thf  British  Noith  AnurUn  Act,  1.S67,"  piDviiks, 
amongst  other  things,  that  all  Courts  of  Civil  and  Criminal  jurisdii  lion. 
and  all  legal  commissions,  existing  in  Canac'a,  Nova  Scotia,  or  Xcn 
Urunswick  at  the  Union,  shall  continue  in  Ontario,  (^)uebec,  N-jva 
Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  respectively,  as  if  the  Union  had  not  been 
made  ;  and,  by  Section  <)6  of  the  said  Act,  the  power  of  appointing  tlii 
Judges  of  the  Superior,  District,  and  County  ('ourts  in  ea-jh  I'rovitKc, 
except  those  of  the  Courts  of  Probate  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New  iiriiiis- 
wick,  is  vested  in  the  (ioverr,or(leneral,  their  salaries,  under  the  pro.

The  Supreme  and  Exchequer  Courts  of  Canada  were,  under  the 
authority  vested  in  the  Parliament  of  Canada  hy  Section  101  of  *  Tkc 
British  North  America  Ad,  1S67,"  constituted  and  established  by 
•'  The  Supreme  and  Exchequer  Courts  Act "  {38  Vict ,  Chap.  1 1 ),  (Chap. 
135,  R.S.C.),  which,  as  respects  the  appointment  of  Judges  and  Officers 
of  the  said  Courts,  the  organization  thereof,  and  the  making  of  general 
rules  and  orders,  wa?,  by  Proclamation  dated  thi-  1 7th  .September, 
1875,  declared  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  i8th  September,  1875  ; 
while  the  other  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  and  the  judicial  functions  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  and  of  the  Exchecjuer  Court  of  ( 'anada 
respectively,  were  on  the  10th  January,  1876,  proclaimed  to  take  effect 
and  be  exercised  from  and  after  the  nth  January,  1876. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  consists  of  a  Chief  Justice  and  five 
Fuisnt'  Judges,  who  were  also  respectively,  the  Chief  Justice  and 
Judges  of  the  I'^xchequer  Court,  until  "  The.  Supreme  and  Exchequer 
Courts  Act"  was  amended  by  the  Act  50-51  Vict.,  Chaj).  16,  which  was 
proclaimed  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  ist  October,  1887.  The 
hearing  and  trial  of  any  case  in  the  Exchetpier  Court  was,  howevsr,  by 
and  before  one  Judge  of  the  Court  sitting  alone,  whose  decision  in  such 
rase  was  the  judgment  of  the  Court  therein. 

The  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada,  as  constituted  by  the  Act  50-51 
Vict.,  Chap.  16  (1887),  already  referred  to,  consists  of  one  Judge  ap- 
pointed by  the  (iovernor  in  Council ;  and  such  Court,  in  pursuance  of 
the  powers  given  the  Parliament  of  Canada  by  "  The  Colonial  Courts 
^i  Admiralty  Act,  1890,"  (53-54  Vict.  (Im|).),  Chap,  fj),  was  consti- 
tuted, within  Canada,  a  Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty  by  "  The 
Admiralty  Act,  1891,"  (54-55  Vict.,  t^hap.  39,  Sec.  3),  which  came  into 
torcc.  by  Proclamation,  on  the  2nd  October.  1891.

The  Jffarltime  C^oiir'*  of  Ontario. 

The  superior  court  of  maritime  jurisdiction  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  was  constituted,  under  the  name  of  "  Tl^e  Maritime  Court  of 
Ontario,"  by  "  T/ic  Maritime  Jurisdiction  Act,  1877,"  (40  Vict.,  Chap. 
21,  Sec.  2,  R.S.C.,  C'hap.  137,  Sec.  3),  so  much  of  which  Act,  as 
related  to  the  appointment  of  the  Judge,  Surrogate  Judges  and  officers, 
and  the  making  of  general  rules  and  tariffs,  was  declared,  by  Proclaina 
tion  dated  the  7th  July,  1877,  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  9th 
July,  1877  ;  while  the  residue  of  the  said  Act  was  put  in  force  on  ilic 
1 8th  of  February,  1878,  by  Proclamaiion  dated  the  7th  February,  1S7.S. 

The  Maritime  Court  of  Ontario  was  abolished  by  Section  j;^  of 
"  Tiw  Admiralty  Act,  1891,"  (54-55  Vict,  Chap.  29),  which  came  into 
force,  by  Proclamation,  on  the  2nd  of  October,  1891.  Section  20  of 
the  Statute  last  mentioned  provides  that  the  Judge  of  the  said  Court 
shall  have  and  exercise  wiihin  the  Toronto  Admiralty  District  all  the 
jurisdiction,  powers  and  authority  of  a  Local  Judge  in  Admiralty  of  the 
Exchequer  Court  of  Canada,  which  latter  Court  was  constituted,  within 
Canada,  a  (Colonial  Court  of  Admiralty  by  Section  3  of  the  same  Act.

There  is  in  and  for  every  County  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  a 
Cour'  of  Record  called  "  The  Surrogate  Court  "  of  each  respective 
County,  which  is  presided  over  by  the  senior  Judge  of  the  County,  who 
is  ex-officio  Jud^je  of  the  Surrogate  Court  for  the  County.  In  case  of 
the  illness  or  absence  or  at  the  request  of  a  Judge  of  a  Surrogate  Court, 
or  in  case  the  office  of  senior  Judge  is  vacant,  the  duties  of  the  Judge 
of  the  Surrogate  Court  are  performed  by  the  Junior  Judge  or  Acting 
Judge  or  the  Deputy  Judge  (if  any)  of  the  County  Court.  (R.S.O,, 
1887,  Chap.  so.  ss.  3  and  6.)

The  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  for  the  Province  of  Quebec  is 
divided  into  the  Criminal  Court  and  the  Civil  Court  of  Appeals,  and 
is  composed  of  six  Judges — one  Chief  Justice  and  five  Puisne  Judges, 
two  of  whom  must  re  uie  at  each  of  the  cities  nf  Quebec  and  Montreal, 
and  the  others  at  oi  near  the  said  places.  (Articles  2289,  2292  and 
2293  R.S.Q.) 

Whenever  by  reason  of  leave  of  absence  or  sickness,  it  becomes 
probable  that  any  Judge  of  the  Court  will  be  absent  for  one  whole  term 
or  more,  the  Governor-General  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Chief  Justice,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  of  the  senior 
Puisne  Judge  able  to  act,  appoint  any  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court 
Assistant  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  during  such  absence 
or  sickness  ;  but,  during  the  time  for  which  he  is  so  appointed,  such 
Assistant  Judge  cannot  act  as  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  except 
only  that  he  may  in  the  latter  capacity  render  judgment  in  causes  or 
proceedings  of  any  kind  heard  by  him  in  the  Superior  Court  or 
Circuit  Court  before  his  appointment  as  Assistant  Judge  of  the  Court 
of  Queen's  Bench.     (Articles  2299  and  2301,  R.S.Q.) 

The  Act  54  Vict.,  Quebec,  Chap.  22,  (1890),  not  yet  proclaimed 
in  force  (12th  October,  1895),  provides  that  hereafter  the  Court  of 
Queen's  Bench  shall  be  composed  of  eight  Judges  instead  of  six — one 
Chief  Justice  and  seven  Puisne  Judges  Prior  to  the  coming  into 
force,  on  the  27th  April,  188 1,  of  the  Act  43-44  Vict.,  Que.,  Chap.  4, 
amending  Section  i  of  Chapter  77  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for 
Lower  Canada  (i860),  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  was  composed  of 
five  Judges — one  Chief  Justice  and  four  Puisn<f  Judges.

The  Court  for  l>ivorce  and  Matrimonial  Causes  of  Nova  Scotia  lias 
jurisdiction,  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  over  all  matters  relating  lo 
prohibited  marriages  and  divorce,  and  may  declare  any  marriage  null 
and  void  for  impotence,  adultery,  cruelty,  or  kindred  within  the  degrees 
prohibited. 

The  Judf^e  in  Equity  for  the  time  being  is  the  Judge  Ordinary 
of  the  said  Court,  (29  FiV/.,  N.S.,  Chap.  13,  1866);  but  the  Act  4>S 
Vict.,  N.S.,  Chap.  30,  (1885),  provides  that  the  Govcrnor-(ieneral  may 
from  lime  to  time  api)oint  any  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Nova  Scotia  for  the  time  to  be  the  Judge  Ordinary  ol  the  Court  fur 
Divorce  and  Matrimonial  Causes. 

During  the  illness  or  temporary  absence  of  the  Judge  Ordinary,  or 
in  cases  where  he  may  be  disqualified  from  acting  from  any  cause,  the 
Governor  in  Council  may,  if  necessary,  appoint  the  Chief  Justice,  or 
one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Nova  Scotia,  to  act  ^s 
Judge  Ordinary  during  such  illness,  absence  or  disqualification.  {Chap. 
126,  A  pp.  A  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Nova  Scotia,  Fifth  Series,  1S84) 

As  constituted  by  Chapter  126  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Nova 
Scotia,  Third  Series,  (1864),  this  Court  was  formerly  called  the  Court  of 
Marriage  and  Divorce,  and  was  composed  of  the  Governor,  who  was 
President,  the  Chief  Justice,  or  any  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Nova  Scotia,  who  was  Vice  President  of  ;he  Court,  and  ihu 
members  of  the  Executive  Council ;  the  Vice-President  being  nppointtd 
by  the  Governor  by  warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal.  As  constituted 
by  the  Act  28  Vict.,  (N.S.),  Chap.  1,  passed  on  the  2nd  May,  1865, 
amending  the  said  Chapter  126,  it  was  afterwards  composed  of  the 
Governor,  who  was  President  of  the  Court,  and  the  Judge  in  Equity  lor 
the  time  being,  who  was  Vice-President  thereof.

C'oiislilu'tion  of  the  County  Courts  in  ilie  Province  of 

NoTa  Scolla. 

The  County  Courts  in  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  are  courts  of 
law  and  of  record,  and  were  established  by  the  Act  37  Vict.,  N.S., 
Chap.  18,  (1874),  which  came  into  operation  on  the  21st  August,  1876  ; 
and,  lor  the  i)urpo.ses  of  the  s.iid  Act,  the  Province  is  divided  into 
seven  Districts,  made  up  as  follows  : — 

DiSTKici   Nu.MHKR  Onk  : — of  the  county  of  Pi  .ifax. 

D'STRiCT  NuMiiii R  Two  : — of  the  counties  of  Lunenburg,  Queen's 
and  Slielburne. 

District  Number  Three: — of  the  counties  of  Annapolis,  Digby 
and  Yarmouth. 

District  Number  Fotr  : — of  the  counties  of  King's,  Hants  and 
Colchester. 

District  Number  Five  : — of  the  counties  of  Pictou  and  Cum 
oerland. 

District  Number  Six  :— of  the  counties  of  Inverness,  Antigonish 
and  Guysborough. 

District  Number    Seven  : — of  the  counties    of  Cape   Breton, 
Victoria  and  Richmond. 

It  is  also  enacted  that  there  shall  be  one  Judge  for  each  district, 
and  that  such  Judge  shall  reside  within  the  district  for  which  he  is 
appointed .

I'hc  Cuurt  of  Divorce  and  Matriinotual  Causes  was  (oiistituled 
and  t'Stablishrd  by  the  Act  23  Victoria,  Chapter  37,  of  the  Assembly  of 
the  Province  oi  New  Brunswick,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  ist 
July,  i860. 

The  causes  for  divorce  from  the  Ijond  of  matrimony  and  of  dis- 
solving and  annulling  marriage  are  frigidity  or  impotence,  adultery  and 
consanguinity  within  the  degrees  prohibited. 

The  Governor  in  Council  may  a[)point,  by  Commission  under  the 
(ireat  Seal,  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Brunswick 
to  he  the  Judge  of  the  said  Cuurt  for  Divorce  and  Matrimonial  Causes, 
who  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  hear  and  determine  all  causes 
and  matters  c(jgnizable  therein,  but  either  jxirty  dissatisfied  with  any 
decision  of  the  Court  in  any  suit  or  proceeding  may  aj^peal  therefrom 
lo  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Brunswick,  from  whose  decision  an 
appeal  may  be  made  to  F-Ier  Majesty's  I'rivy  Council,  or  to  any  other 
(.lourt  of  Appeal  having  jurisdiction.

Constitution  of  the  County  Courts  in  the  Province  of 

British  Columbia. 

By  "  7/ie  County  Courts  Act,  1883,"  passed  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  which  came  into  force 
on  the  29th  February,  1884,  (46  Vict.,  {B.C.),  Chap.  5  ;  Coti.  Acts, 
{B.C.),  1888,  C/iaJ>.  25),  the  following  County  Courts,  which  are  Courts 
ot  Record,  were  established,  namely  : — 

The  County  Court  of  Victoria. 

The  County  Court  of  New  Westminster. 

The  County  Court  of  Yale. 
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ContsUtution  of  the  County  Courts  in  the  Province  of 
British  €oInnihia-C'L*nf(/iue(i. 

The  County  Court  of  Cariboo. 
The  County  Court  of  Kootenay. 
The  County  Couit  of  Nanaimo. 

An  additional  County  Court  called  the  "  County  Court  of  Van. 
couver"  was  established  by  the  Act  56  Vict.,  (B.C.),  Chap.  10,  which, 
as  respects  this  Court,  came  into  force  on  the  ist  December,  1893. 

It  is  provided  that  the  Governor-General  shall  appoint  a  Judge  tor 
each  such  Court,  to  be  called  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  the 
district  for  which  he  shall  be  appointed ;  and  that,  until  County  Court 
Judges  are  appointed  for  the  County  Court  of  Kootenay  and  the  County 
Court  of  Vancouver,  respectively,  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of 
Vale  shall  act  as  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  Kootenay,  (53  Fu-/., 
(B.C.),  Chap.  8,  Sec.  9,  1890),  and  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of 
New  Westminster,  as  Judge  of  the  County  Court  of  Vancouver,  (56 
Vict.,{B.C.\  Chap.  10,  Sec.  7,  1893). 

Any  County  Court  Judge  may  act  as  County  Court  Judge  in  any 
other  district  than  thni  assigned  to  him,  upon  the  death,  illness,  or 
unavoidable  absence,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Judge  of  that  othe^ 
district ;  provided,  however,  the  said  Judge  so  acting  out  of  his  di'^trict 
shall  immediately  thereafter  report  in  writing  to  the  Provincial  Secretary 
the  fact  of  his  so  doing  and  cause  thereof,  {Coti.  Acts,  (B.C.),  r888, 
Chap.  25,  Sec,  14,  as  amended  by  54  Vicl.,  {B.C.),  Chap.  7,  1891). 

The  several  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia  may 
sit  and  dispose  of  any  business  in  any  County  Court  in  the  Province, 
{Con.  Acts,  {B.C.),  1888,  Chap.  25,  Sec.  15,  and  53  Vict.,  {B.C.),  Chap. 
8,  Sec.  10,  1890). 

After  the  Union  of  the  Colonies  of  British  Columbia  and  of  Van 
couver  Island  the  procedure  of  the  County  Courts  in  all  parts  of  British 
Columbia    was    amended    and    assimilated   by   "  The    County   Court 
Ordinance,   1867,"  and  the  Governor  of  the  Colony  empowered,  by 
Section  3  of  such  Ordinance,  to  appoint  any  Stipendiary  Magistrates  or 
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rovlnce  of 


Justices  of  the  Peace  of  and  in  the  Colony  to  be  County  (^ourt  Judges 
cither  for  the  whole  Colony  or  for  such  parts  thereof  as  he  might  direct 
or  appoint.  This  provision  of  the  said  Ordinance  was  repealed,  as  to 
future  appointments,  and  the  power  of  appointing  any  fit  and  proper 
persons  as  County  Court  Judges,  vested  in  the  Covernor-Clenerai  of 
Canada  by  the  Act  35  Vict.,  (1872),  No.  22,  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Provinc  of  British  Columbia.  Subsetiuently,  the  commissions 
held  by  the  then  County  Court  Judges  of  the  Province  of  British 
(Columbia  were  revoked,  from  and  after  the  15th  January,  1881,  and 
every  County  Court  in  the  Province  was  thereafter,  as  had  been  provided 
by  the  Act  42  Vict.,  (B.C.),  Chap.  20,  which,  as  related  to  County  Courts, 
came  into  force,  by  proclamation,  on  the  4th  January,  i88r,  presided 
over  by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia,  until  C!ounty 
Court  Judges  were  again  appointedunder  the  provisions  of"  The  County 
Courts  Ad.,  1883,"  already  referred  to.

The  I'rovince  of  Manitoba  was  divided,  by  the  Art  44  Vict.,  Chap. 
28,  (1881),  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  I'rovince  of  Manitoba, 
into  the  following  Judicial  Districts,  namely:  -The  Western  Judicial 
District,  the  Central  Judicial  District,  and  the  Maslern  Judicial  District. 
The  last  named  Judicial  District  was  sub.sequently  subdivided,  fur 
C'ounty  Court  purposes,  by  proclamation  dated  the  21st  July.  18S5,  into 
the  Northern,  Central  and  Southern  Divisions,  respe<tively,  of  the  said 
ICastern  Judicial   District. 

It  is  provided  tl.at  there  shall  be  appointed  for  each  of  such 
County  Court  Division,  or  Judicial  District,  one  County  Court  Judge, 
who  shall  preside  over  each  County  (]ourt  within  the  Judicial  District, 
or  any  division  thereof,  for  which  he  shall  be  ap|K)inied  ;  but,  if  deemed 
necessary,  more  than  one  C'ouniy  Court  Judge  may  be  appointed  for 
any  judicial  District  or  County  Court  Division,  the  Judge  last  ai)i)ointed 
for  the  same  district  or  division  being  known  and  designated  as  the 
Junior  Judge  of  such  district  or  division. 

'I'he  Lieutenant-Governor  may,  by  Order-in-Council,  from  tune  to 
time,  alter  the  limits  of  any  Judicial  Division  constituted  for  (.bounty 
Court  purposes,  and  establish  County  Courts  therein.

The  C-ounty  Courts  in  the  I'rovince  of  Manitoba  were  constituted 
by  the  Act  36  Vict.,  Chap.
